of extensive communist burrow- 
ing and tunneling into the hilly 
country near Khe Sanh, a posi- 
tion held by about 5,000 U.S. 
Marines In the northwest corner 
of South Vietnam, 


These officers suggest that by 


the time the monsoon starts 
breaking in about a month, the 
North Vietnamese will have dug 
in their artillery so deeply It 
will be Invulnerable even under 
the weight of heavier U.S, bomb- 
ing 
expected 
with clearing 


skies. 


The North Vietnamese cus- 


tomarily dig passages and tun- 
nels into which they roll their 
artillery 
pieces for protection 


between firings. 


They did this during last 


Fall's 
bombardment 
of Con 


Thien, a Marine outpost to the 
east of Khe Sanh. The Reds 
hammered Con Thien for a 
month, inflicting severe casual- 
ties. 


The U.S. military analysts, 


noting isolated Khe Sanh must 
be resupplied by air, suggested 
the Communists could 
focus 


enough artillery and mortar fire 
on the base's airstrip to make it 
unusable, thus possibly forcing 
the Americans to abandon the 
stronghold.

Wise, Safe Precaution: 
Discard OLD Aspirin 


By WAYNE G BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I take aspirin every day 


to keep going. What harmful 
effects could it have on me? 


A—The effects would de- 


pend on the amount taken 
and your individual tolerance 
to the drug. An overdose could 
cause n a u s e a , heartburn, 
bleeding from the stomach or 
intestines, dizziness, sweating, 
watery nasal discharge or 
mental confusion. Prolonged 
overdosage could cause peptic 
ulcers or anemia. For most 
adults, the effective dose is 
one five-grain tablet—not two 
as commonly believed. 


Q—I was told to take bicarb- 


onate of soda with my aspirin 
but now my friends saj'jfcStljis 
is harmful. 
I have had a 


peptic ulcer. 
What do you 


think? 


A—Both sodium bicarbonate 


and 
magnesium 
carbonate 


have been used to neutralize 
the acidity of aspirin, which 
is acetyl salicylic acid. This 
is done to reduce stomach ir- 
ritation. There is no harm in 
such a combination, but its 
effectiveness is still a matter 
of controversy. 


The best way to reduce 


gastric distress caused by 
aspirin is to take it after a 
meal or between meals with 
a full glass of milk. Anyone 
who has had a peptic ulcer 
should take aspirin very spar- 
ingly. 


Q—Is it harmful 
to use 


aspirin that smells like vine- 
gar when you open the bottle? 


A—When aspirin has been 


kept on the shelf for a long 
time either at home or in the 
store it b r e a k s down into 
acetic and salicylic acids. It 
is the acetic acid that smells 
like vinegar. Since salicylic 
acid is much more irritating 
to your mucous membranes 
than aspirin, such tablets 
should be discarded. 


Q—When I take aspirin my 


right eye swells up and I get 
nauseated. Is there any sub- 
stitute I can take without a 
prescription? 


A—There are m a n y non* 


addicting pain killers that do 
not contain aspirin, but none 
that are safe to use without 
medical supervision, 


Q—Where can I get the sun 


screen containing napthaquin' 
one w i t h dinycjoxyacetone 
mentioned, in one of your 
columns? 


A—This product, developed

Shots Drop 
Measles Cases 
Very Sharply

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Mea- 


sles cases this year are only 5 
per cent of the number reported 
in 1962 as a result of a massive 
eradication program, officials 
reported today. 


The Communicable Disease 


Center said 3,002 cases of ordi- 
nary "red" 
measles were re- 


ported across the nation during 
the first six weeks this year, 
compared to 54,092 in the same 
period of 1962. 


Furthermore, 
the cases re- 


ported in 1962 were estimated to 
be only 
one-tenth the actual 


number, a spokesman said. 


The impressive reduction was 


attributed to an extensive eradi- 
cation program 
which 
was 


keyed to inoculating 
select

was 


crash immunization in the midst 
of epidemics— such as is now 
under way in Chicago, a spokes- 
man said. 


"We try to surround an epi- 


demic 
with vaccination," he 


said, "and strike measles wher- 
ever it raises its ugly head." 


"We're just not having mas- 


sive outbreaks of measles any 
more, because everyone has 
done such a terrific job around 
the country. But where an out- 
break does occur, we're capable 
of moving in and handling it." 


In Chicago, where 32 doctors 


and advisers began mass im- 
munizations Thursday, officials 
reported 300 measles cases dur- 
ing the first 45 days of the year. 
The CDC said 687 cases have 
been reported in Chicago since 
October 1967, 


Officials in Chicago said they 
recorded 400 cases in ail of Ja$£ 
year.

The CDC said it furnished 


some 40,000 doses of vaccine 
from its stockpiles tor the Chi- 
cago program.
